The Secretary says the Treasury De- 

partment is doing all it can to relieve 
the present stringency, and will con- 
tinue on the same line of policy fol- 
lowed up tothistime. Thestringency 

is not the result of a contraction of the 
currency, he said, and there has never 
been a time in the Government’s bis- 

tory in an era of peace when so much 

money was flowing out of the lreasury 

into the country. The Treasury has 

put out over $100,000,000 within the 

last nineteen months, with no appre- 

ciable effect, and be thinks the money 

is hoarded up. The $100,000,000 in 

gold beld as the legal tender reserve 

will never be disturbed with his con- 

sent. He might possibly call on the 

$24 000,000 deposited in the National 

Banks, but he does hot think this 

would be a very popular proposition at 

the present time. In conclusion, he 

said that whatever he may do towards |

Colerade Silver Mines.

Denver, Dec. 8.—The unsettled 
condition of the silver market is caus- 
ing serious trouble among Colorado 
smelters and mines producing low 
grade ores. ‘Unless something is 
speedily done by Congress hundreds 
of low grade mines in the State will be 
compelled to close dowa. When the 
price of silver went up, under the 
present Silver bill, low grade pro- 
ducers sent thousands of tons of ore to 
the smelters, Which was purchased at 
the advanced prices. The smelters 
are now loaded down with low grade 
ore, which cannot 
treated at the present price of silver. 
They figure their loss since the decline 
at 10 cents per ounce on $4,500,000.

& Trained Company That Goes 
Rat- Hunting Every Night. 


How the Watchman of s Carpet Factory 
Gathered Together a Mighty Army 
ef Felines — Hundreds of Kats 
Killed ms Few Moments. 


There is a big carpet factory at the 
foot of West Forty-third treet, says the 
New York Sun. The firm has plenty of 
brains to know what it needs, and 
plenty of money to procure it. But there 
is one thing the members of the firm 
can’t do in spite of all their brains and 
money. They can’t keep rats out of 
their wool, and their failure in this re- 
spect costs them many theusands of dol- 
lars. They have two big storehouses 
that were built with an eye to protec- 
tion against rats. The foundations run 
down many feet, the floors are of solid 
cement, and the walls are of brick. The 
value of the wool stored in these two 
buildings is sometimes as much as 
$1,000,000. Much of it is the finest that 
can be got. The rats don't know one 
kind from another, perhaps, but it near- 
ly always happens that as much of this 
selected wool is ruined every night as 
of the cheaper kind. 

When thick walls and many watch- 
men failed to defeat the rats it was de- 
cided to see what an army of cats would 
do. Cats were invited to the factory 
yard by means of many pounds of fresh 
mcat set out as free lunch every day. 
The invitation soon became known toall 
th» cats in the neighborhood. They all 
responded, but the firm soon discovered 
that they needed training, for the mo- 
ment the lunch was over they trotted 
demurely away, and were seen no more 
until the next day. The watchman who 
is on duty at night began making 
friends of them, and pretty soon he was 
at liberty to approach any of them with- 
out fear of getting scratched or of 
frightening them away. When this 
stage was reached, the big doors of the 
factory yard were closed one day and 
the cats were prisoners. They didn’t 
like it very much, but their embarrass- 
ment disappeared under the tender 
treatment of the watchman, and they 
soon became reconciled to the situation. 

It is necessary for the watchman to 
make a tourof all the buildings at short 
intervals during the night, and the ob- 
ject was to get the cats to search the 
buildings before he entered and fright- 
zued the rodents by his tread. It didn't 
take much practice before the cats un- 
derstood that a rapid journey through 
the buildings at night was pretty sure 
to result in an entertaining scrap with 
zome big rat, and as the time for the 
journey was about the time when they 
were ready for something more to eat, 
they entered into the thing with great 
spirit. Then it happened that as soon 
as night came and the many hundreds 
of employes had trooped out and the 
watchman began rigging up his lantern 
for the night’s vigil the cats would 
gather about him in a great swarm. 
mewing and jumping up eagerly. At 
present there are about two hundred 
cats on duty in the factory, and it isa 
picturesque thing to see the watchman 
start from the office door and stride 
down into the black cavern of the yard 
with the cats streaming out behind him 
like the outstretched tail of a horse, 
those nearest him jumping about his 
legs and rubbing their bodies purringly 
against him. When the watchman 
reaches the door leading into the first 
factory and begins fumbling with his 
ring of keys the cats surround him, and 
the moment the door swings back they 
burst into the building like a great wave 
that has burst its dam, and run over the 


whole building as noiselessly and swift-: 


ly as water runs. The wacchman stands 
below in the doorway awaiting them. 
Occasionally he hears a sudden rush, a 
few sharp growls, a frightened squeak 
or two, and then he knows that the cats 
have found a victim. 

It sometimes happens that a rat 
weighing as much as five pounds is 
killed. Of course one cat couldn't 
master a big fellow like this, and his 
death proves that the cats are on good 
terms, and that they stick together ina 
fight. These big fellows are dock rats 
who come up from the water in search 
of a change of food. When a cat runs a 
rat into a hole the other cats spread out 
like sentinels and guard all the pass- 
sages leading from it. Then the watch- 
man either turns the bale over or pokes 
the rat out with a stick, and the moment 


he makes a break for liberty, that mo- 


ment he is gobbled up. 

But in spite of all this vigilance and 
care, every morning the workmen find 
wool spread over the floor that has been 
torn from the bales by the rats, and that 
much is dragged out of the building 
there can be nodoubt. It may be that 
in time the cats will succeed in killing 
all the rats or in frightening them off. 
As it is, many are killed, but their places 
seem to be taken by others. 

Just now the watchman is grieving 
over the loss of one big cat that was a 
mighty killer of rats, and usually led 
the charge against the very big fellows. 
He was troubled with fleas, and the 
watchman, to relieve him of them, 
sprinkled him with flea powder. The 
cat didn’t like to be in a soiled state, 
and so removed the powder in the way 
usual to cats, and died.

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FERENSBAW’'S BEAR FARM. 
It Had en Execlient Start. nat Bigh Wa- 
ter Carried Of the Hear 

The quetrest loss by high water ever 
heard of in the Pine Creek country. 
where disastrous floods are common, 
was that of Seley Ferenbaw. of Kettle 
Flats, writes a Bailey's Mills (Fa.) cor- 
respondent of the New York Sun. Fer- 
enbaw was damaged by the recent flood 
in Kettle creek to the extent of seven 
bears, large and small. Ferenbaw is a 
hunter, and he got it into his head last 
spring that he could make a good thing 
by raising bears for the market, the an- 
imals to be deliv red ali dead, ac- 
cording to the taste of the Myer. Act- 
ing on that idea he bent all his ingenu- 
ity as a trapper in capturing bears alive, 
and his first prize was an old she bear 
and hertwo cubs. Ferenbaw bad built 
a big log inclosure on the flats 
near his cabin, and he turned 
his bears in id At different times 
since his first capture he added 
eleven other bears, young and old, 
to his first capture. Of these, three cubs, 
whose mother he could not get, died for 
want of proper nourishment. One old 
bear worked a hole between two logs in 
efforts to escape. got his head fast in it 
and choked himself to death. Two 
yearlings got in a fight over their din- 
ner ond day. One was killed by his 
comlmtant.,“but the latter was so badly 
hurt that he had to be shot. That left 
Ferenbaw with his original old bear and 
her two cubs. grown to fat and glossy 
fellows big as a Newfoundland dog, and 
four other bears of various sizes. The 
big rains of a week or so ago raised the 
creek higher than it had ever been 
known before, and a mill dam two or 
three hundred yards above Ferenbaw's 
bear pen broke away. The water rushed 
down, covered the flats and carried 
away the pen. bears and all. The old 
bears, it is supposed, succeeded in stem- 
ming the food and escaping to the 
woods at favorable points along the 
creek. The two cubs, however, were 
drowned, their bodies being found in a 
pile of driftwood three miles below 
Ferenbaw'’s when the water abated. 
Ferenbaw yalued his bears at from $10 
to $25 apiece. He will rebuild his pen 
and begin restocking it at once.

Two queer natural history fairy tales 
reach the Pall Mall Gazette from Scot- 
land. At Haddington à cat gave birth 
to four kittens, and with her offspring 
took up her abode in the garden sum- 
mer-house, Three of the kittens were 
removed, and the lady of the house on 
visiting the summer-house the next day 
was surprised to find that the fourth 
kitten had also disappeared.
